In Baltimore, 76% of 
African-American boys 
do not graduate from high 
school. By the age of 18, if 
they are not walking across 
the stage to get a diploma, 
most are either wearing an 
orange jumpsuit or in a 
coffin. Each year, 20 “at 
risk” boys from Baltimore 
were given the opportunity 
to attend a two year 
boarding program in Kenya, 
at the Baraka School. The 
idea is that being 10,000 
miles from home, 20 miles 
from the nearest town, in 
a location where there are 
no TVs, just might create 
a must survive mind set, to 
ensure these boys don’t fall 
into the abyss of gangs and 


the criminal justice system. 
Although the fundamental 
storyline is not new, it is a 
real time commentary on 
our society: if given the 
opportunity, some of those 
without a future find a 
way to grab a hold of one. 
What’s fresh here 
is that we get a glimpse of 
modem day America, which 
any enlightened person 
needs to see, and we travel 
to Africa and share the 
passion of teachers who are 
willing to work for $5,000 a 
year. When the boys come 
home for summer break, 
and must stay longer than 
they anticipated, we learn 
that some of them that 
you think will head in one 
direction take another. It 
illustrates the complexities 
of the human mind, often 
doing battle with emotions 
and experiences. 

There is good and bad 
news. As the directors state, 
“The deeper understanding 
we gleaned about poverty 
was directly linked to our 
absolute shock at what the 
public education system 
fails to offer inner-city 
kids. Kids are taught from 
their first “institution” (i.e. 
the school system) what 
their roles are in American 
society. In a place where an 
African-American boy who 
graduates from high school 
is considered miraculous, 
ambition and dreams are 
squashed early on. They 


are taught that they are 
bom losers, to aim as low 
as possible. The school 
system seems to be simply 
a reflection of what society 
has in store for them.” 

The flavor of the film is 
similar to “Hoop Dreams,” 
in that in the land of plenty, 
there are so many struggling 
to literally survive. One 
of the benefits of what we 
learned from Hurricane 
Katrina is that 
while the news media and 
our politicians focus on 
those that “have,” we know 
there are plenty of people 
who are in the “have not” 
category. 

The 40 million plus 
Americans who don’t have 
health insurance are just 
the tip of the iceberg on 
the negative side of that 
equation.

H1N1 swine flu spreads to Pacific Islands, Caribbean and beyond: WHO 


GENEVA - There may be no escape from H1N1 pandemic 
flu, which according to the latest World Health Organization 
figures has spread to the most remote parts of the planet 
including popular island getaways. 

In a snapshot published on Monday, the WHO said more 
than 20 countries and overseas territories had had their 
first lab-confirmed cases of the new virus, widely known 
as swine flu. 

These include holiday destinations such as the Seychelles, 
Turks and Caicos, St. Kitts andNevis, Netherlands Antilles, 
Belize and France’s Reunion Island, as well as isolated 
spots such as Tonga and American Samoa in the Pacific 
and the Solomon Islands in the Indian Ocean. 

H1N1 flu, which is a genetic mix of human, bird and swine 
viruses, has also found its way to Bhutan in the Himalayas 
and Andorra, an independent state tucked between Spain 
and France. Conflict-ridden Afghanistan and Sudan have 
also had their first confirmed infections in recent days. 
The emergence of the never-before-seen virus in Mexico 
and the United States and its fast international spread 
caused the WHO to declare in June that a pandemic was 
under way. The U.N. agency has said it is impossible to 
stop it from circulating, and is monitoring it closely for 
signs of mutation or combination with other flu viruses. 
While most patients have had mild flu-like symptoms, such 
as fever and vomiting, pregnant women and people with 
diabetes and other diseases have been vulnerable to more 
serious effects. An estimated 816 people have died from 
infection to date, according to the WHO’s latest tally. 

The total number of people infected with H1N1 flu is not 
known, and countries are no longer testing and reporting 
each individual case of a person falling ill. The WHO 
has said more emphasis should be placed on preventing 
infection and treating the most serious cases to avoid 
unnecessary death. 

Drugmakers Roche, Gilead Sciences and GlaxoSmithKline 
have benefited from a worldwide rush to secure supplies 
of their antiviral drugs to fight the spreading flu. Vaccine 
makers including Sanofi-Aventis, Novartis, Baxter and 
Solvay are also working on H1N1 shots that could be 
given alongside seasonal flu jabs.□

Stocks end flat on mixed 
economic data, earnings

NEW YORK - An economic 
reality check is cooling the 
stock market’s rally. 

Stocks ended little changed 
Tuesday as a key barometer 
of consumer confidence and 
a handful of disappointing 
earnings reports brought 
reminders that an economic 
recovery this year is far from 
assured. The Dow slipped 
12 points but the Nasdaq 
composite index posted a 
modest gain. 

Major indexes held to a tight 
range for the third straight 
day. Investors remain cautious 
but still aren’t willing to give 
up on a rally that has propelled 
stocks up 11 percent in little 
more than two weeks. 
Corporate earnings reports, 
which beat relatively meager 
expectations earlier this month, 
disappointed on Tuesday and 
showed that many people 
remain unwilling or unable to 
spend. Office Depot Inc. and 
handbag maker Coach Inc. 
both had trouble drawing in 
customers during the second 
quarter. 

The unease grew after the 
Conference Board’s consumer 
confidence index fell more 
than expected, fanning worries 
that bleak expectations 
among consumers and rising 
unemployment would hamper 
the economy’s ability to 
rebound from the longest 
recession since World War II. 
If consumers don’t step up 
spending, companies will 


find it hard to boost revenue. 
The recent string of stronger 
corporate profits have come 
from deep cost-cutting, which 
can only be used to lift earnings 
for so long. Companies need to 
start showing they’re bringing 
in more sales and revenue. 

The third upbeat reading on 
the housing market since 
last week and dealmaking 
in the technology industry 
helped temper the market’s 
disappointment. 

Even without the latest worries 
about consumers, analysts 
have been anticipating some 
pause in buying after this 
month’s surge, which restarted 
a massive rally that began in 
March. The advance fizzled 
in mid-June on lackluster 
economic reports. 

John Merrill, chief investment 
officer of Tanglewood Wealth 
Management in Houston, said 
some institutional investors 
are being forced to pour money 
into stocks to try to keep pace 
with a 44.8 percent rally in the 
S&P 500 index since March 
9. 

“That kind of gives a nice 
give and take with nobody 
motivated to strongly sell and 
nobody strong motivated to 
strongly buy,” he said. 
According to preliminary 
calculations, the Dow slipped 
11.79, or 0.1 percent, to 
9,096.72 after being down 
as much as 101 points. The 
broader Standard & Poor’s 
500 index fell 2.56, or 0.3 
percent, to 979.62. The Nasdaq 
composite index rose 7.62, or 


0.4 percent, to 1,975.51 after 
several technology companies 
announced acquisitions. 
Falling stocks narrowly 
outpaced those that rose on the 
New York Stock Exchange, 
where volume came to 1.2 
billion shares, compared with 
1 billion Monday. 

Bond prices were mixed after 
a Treasury Department auction 
of two-year notes generated 
lackluster demand. The yield 
on the two-year note, which 
moves opposite its price, rose 
to 1.09 percent from 1.05 
percent late Monday. The 
yield on the benchmark 10- 
year Treasury note fell to 3.69 
percent from 3.73 percent. 
Investors are anxious about 
government debt auctions 
because if demand falters 
Washington could have to 
entice buyers with higher 
interest rates. That could 
hurt an economic rebound by 
increasing borrowing costs for 
consumers on mortgages and 
car loans. 

On Monday, stocks posted 
small gains after investors 
grappled with mixed earnings 
and economic reports. The 
market also logged a modest 
advance Friday. 

Even with the selling Tuesday 
the stock market’s rally appears 
intact. That is a sign that even 
many cautious investors aren’t 
willing to pull out of stocks for 
fear of missing another leg of 
the rally. 

“There is uncertainty about 
how fast the rally can go and 
how far it can go,” said Robert

Office Depot said consumers 
and small businesses continued 
to pare spending, especially on 
pricier items like furniture and 
computers. The office-supply 
chain tumbled 97 cents, or 
18.1 percent, to $4.38. 

Coach fell 38 cents to $28.05 
after the company reported 
that earnings dropped 32 
percent. 

Not all corporate news was 
downbeat. Textron Inc. 
jumped $1.96, or 17.6 percent, 
to $13.11 after the maker 
of Cessna planes and Bell 
helicopters posted a profit 
excluding charges. Analysts 
had expected a loss. 

Investors welcomed 

dealmaking in the tech 
industry. IBM Corp. agreed 
to acquire software maker 
SPSS Inc. for $1.2 billion. 


SPSS jumped $14.36, or 40.9 
percent, to $49.45, while IBM 
fell 35 cents to $117.28. 

Sprint Nextel Corp. intensified 
its focus on the market for 
prepaid cell phone service by 
announcing a $483 million 
deal to buy Virgin Mobile 
USA Inc. Virgin Mobile rose 
$1.07, or 25.4 percent, to 
$5.28 and Sprint edged up 4 
cents to $4.59. 

The dollar was mixed, and 
gold prices fell. 

Light, sweet crude fell $1.15 
to settle at $67.23 a barrel 
on the New York Mercantile 
Exchange. 

The Russell 2000 index of 
smaller companies rose 1.07, 
or 0.2 percent, to 551.95. 
Overseas, Britain’s FTSE 100 
fell 1.3 percent, Germany’s 
DAX index lost 1.5 percent, 
and France’s CAC-40 slid 1.2 
percent. Japan’s Nikkei stock 
average slipped less than 0.1 
percent. □ 


TSX undercut by falling 
commodities, U.S. data

TORONTO (Reuters) - Toronto’s main stock index fell hard 
on Tuesday as sharply lower commodity prices and weak U.S. 
consumer confidence prompted profit-taking after a big run-up 
in the index. 

Disappointing quarterly corporate results in the United States 
also convinced investors to pocket some of the market’s sharp 
recent gains. The slide was headed by the index’s mining-laden 
materials group, which fell 3.5 percent on a drop in gold prices. 
The energy group dropped 1.92 percent as the price of oil fell. 
Shares of miner Goldcorp, the biggest drag on the index, were 
off 5.92 percent at C$39.11, while Barrick Gold Corp was down 

4.2 percent at C$36.21. Kinross was also a heavy loser, down 

6.2 percent at C$20.55. 

“Commodities certainly are driving it today, and financials are 
also in the game,” said Adrian Mastracci, portfolio manager and 
president of KCM Wealth Management Inc in Vancouver. 
“Today we got a little bit of profit-taking but it’s also not too 
terribly surprising. We’ve had a long run now. It does point 
to the fact that some investors are being a little cautious, and 
rightly so.’Q 











Endless Vacation 


Aruba, with our 
beautiful beaches and perfect 
climate is an endless vacation 
paradise. However, the 

summer is traditionally known 
as “vacation time.” With the 
children home from school, 
people make extensive plans to 
catch up on all the things they 
never seem to have enough time 
to do.

This vacation then serves as 
a reaffirmation of the original 
hopes and aspirations for their 
marriage. 

A third reason is a 
school break. School breaks 
were originally provided 
because children were essential 
in agricultural areas. In North 
America, school summer 


vacation is three months long 
because immigrants could not 
exclude their children from the 
farming demands during the short 
growing season. Similarly, the 
spring recess coincides with the 
labor intensive period when live 
stock gave birth and crops needed 
to be sowed and the fall break 
coincides with the traditional 
harvest period. 

A forth reason for a 
rest is health related. Without 
question, the greatest health 
benefit is where a vacation helps 
in your stress reduction program. 
My father, who lived ninety six 
robust years, told me several 
times, a heart attack is natures 
way of telling you to slow down. 
Someone with ailing health has 
few prospects. Sickness carries 
a message that only the wisest 
heed. 

A fifth motivation 
for a vacation is a respite from 
our profession or occupation. 
This break could be the most 
important. We labor frantically 
to make ourselves more 
comfortable and end up with the 
byproduct of modern society, 
stress. Continuing stress causes 
a whole host of health problems. 
A recent survey reported forty 
percent of North Americans are 
suffering from chronic stress. 
Stress is what pushes some 
people decide to finally take a 
vacation. Early signs of stress are 
Mother Nature’s way of telling 
us something is wrong and needs 
our attention. 

A break from work 
could be vital to our well being. 
Unfortunately this critical period 
is also he least respected. Weekly, 


we observe tourists trying to 
accomplish the most possible 
during their vacation. Enjoying 
all that the Island has to offer, 
they are partying, gambling, and 
frantically pursuing their hobbies. 
Their motto is “work hard, play 
hard.” 

Although the exercise 
we do on vacation can be a good 
stress reducer, moderate exercise 
needs to be done on a regular 
basis to contribute to overall 
health. Not working out the rest 
of the year and then overdoing it 
on vacation causes more stress. 
Many people need to return 
home to their “normal” lives to 
recuperate from their vacation. 
These people may have had a 
temporary break from their work 
and problems, but they certainly 
have notbenefitedphysiologically 
from their vacation.

South America: NATO’s Sixth Continent 

Since the implementation of Plan Colombia in 2000 
the US has enlisted several NATO allies for the 
counterinsurgency war in the nation and for broader 
purposes in the region. British SAS (Special Air Service) 
personnel have been assigned to the Colombian military 
for training purposes and Spain also sent military 
personnel. 

The North Atlantic Treaty Organization has members 
in Europe and North America and partnerships in 
Asia (Afghanistan, Japan, Kazakhstan, Kyrgyzstan, 
Mongolia, Pakistan, Singapore, South Korea, 
Tajikistan, Turkmenistan and Uzbekistan) and Africa 
(Algeria, Egypt, Mauritania, Morocco and Tunisia) and 
with Australia. The only inhabited continent it hasn’t 
penetrated yet is South America, 

In January of 2007 Colombian defense chief Santos 
traveled to Washington, London and Brussels, in the 
last-named city “for talks with the European Union,” 
and then to Munich, Germany “for a meeting of NATO 
defense ministers.” [18] Santos of course made the tour 
to gamer more military aid from the US and its NATO 
allies. The European Union was reported to have 
provided $154 million annually as of that year. 
Venezuelan President Hugo Chavez warned in 
September of 2005 that “We discovered through 
intelligence work a military exercise that NATO has 
of an invasion against Venezuela, and we are preparing 
ourselves for that invasion.” 

He detailed the plan as consisting of a “military 
exercise...known as Plan Balboa [that] includes 
rehearsing simultaneous assaults by air, sea and land at 
a military base in Spain, involving troops from the US 
and NATO countries.” [19] US troops deployed to the 
Dutch possession of Curacao off Venezuela’s northwest 
coast were also part of the planned operation. 

In spring of the following year it was reported that 
“Military maneuvers in the Caribbean are being 
carried out by the US, members of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization (NATO), and countries from the 
hemisphere - excluding Cuba and Venezuela, which are 
the potential objectives of this demonstration of force” 
and that immediately afterwards “Future exercises will 
involve roughly 4,000 soldiers from the US, Holland, 
Belgium, Canada and France, who are scheduled 
to participate in a maneuver being dubbed the Joint 
Caribbean Lion, to take place between May 23 and 
June 15 in Curacao and Guadeloupe.” [20] 

Colombian Counterinsurgency War: Model For South 
Asia And Central America 

For the past several years the US has also recmited and 
deployed Colombian military and security forces for 
the war in Afghanistan, supposedly to replicate the Plan 
Colombia drug war component in South Asia. 

In April of 2007 Washington transferred its ambassador 
to Colombia, William Wood, to Afghanistan to 
oversee the application of the Colombian model of 
counterinsurgency under the guise of combating drug 
cultivation. Two years later Afghanistan is estimated to 
account for over 90% of the illegal opium production 
in the world. 

A Bangladeshi analyst observed that “Based on 2003 
figures, drug trafficking constitutes the third biggest 
global commodity in cash terms after oil and the arms 
trade. 

“Afghanistan and Colombia are the largest drug 
producing economies in the world, which feed a 
flourishing criminal economy. These countries are 
heavily militarized and the drug trade is protected. 
“Amply documented, the CIA has played a central role 
in the development of both the Latin American and 


Asian drug triangles. 

“NATO, as an entity, has become an accessory to major 
narcotics proliferation and criminal activity. Opium is 
not truly being reduced: in fact all the figures show that 
it is on the rise. This is happening under the eyes of 
NATO as confirmed by several media reports.” [21] 
The intermediate way stations between Afghanistan 
and Colombia are Kosovo, not without reason dubbed 
the Colombia of the Balkans, and increasingly Iraq. 

The pattern is impossible to ignore. 

Ironically given the above contention, BBC News 
reported two years ago that “The US hopes that some 
of the lessons learned in Colombia can be applied to 
Afghanistan....” [22] 

Last January the current chairman of the US Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, Admiral Michael Mullin, visited 
Colombia and was quoted as saying “Our military-to- 
military relationship is exceptionally strong. We need 
to stay with them. They have achieved things that are 
remarkable.” [23] 

This March Mullin traveled to Colombia, Brazil, Chile, 
Peru and Mexico. Upon returning his comments were 
summarized as affirming that “The U.S. military is ready 
to help Mexico in its deadly war against drug cartels 
with some of the same counter-insurgency tactics used 
against militant networks in Iraq and Afghanistan” [24] 
and that “the Plan Colombia aid package could be an 
‘overarching’ model for Pakistan and Afghanistan....” 
[25] 

A feature on US Central Command chief David 
Petraeus’ plans for the wars in Iraq, Afghanistan and 
Pakistan reported that “Military officials are also 
looking at U.S. relations with Colombia as a possible 
model for Afghanistan and Pakistan, saying something 
like Washington’s Plan Colombia strategy could help 
the two countries against militants.” [26] 

The report from which the last quote is excerpted, 
“US sees lessons for Afghan war in Colombia,” also 
includes this: 

“Afghan police have already trained with their 
Colombian counterparts and Bogota is studying sending 
troops to Afghanistan to help out in eradication and de- 
mining.” [27] 

What is being exported to Afghanistan was made 
sickeningly evident last autumn when it was announced 
that Colombia had dismissed three generals and 22 
soldiers of different ranks for the slaughter, at random 
apparently, of young slum dwellers in Bogota. 

“The youths were lured from a Bogota slum with the 
promise of work; later their bodies were found in mass 
graves near the Venezuelan border. 

“Human rights groups say that soldiers sometimes kill 
homeless people so that they can inflate their claims of 
success on the battlefield and receive promotion. [28] 
Among the three generals asked to resign was General 
Mario Montoya Uribe, “the author of the policy to use 
body counts to measure success against guerrillas” [29] 
who “allegedly encouraged promoting officers whose 
units kill the most leftist rebels.” [30] 

A later report provided gruesome details: 

“More than 1,000 cases of illegal killings by the 
military are being investigated. There are dozens of 
cases of soldiers taking innocent men, murdering them 
and dressing them up as enemy combatants. Hundreds 
of members of the security forces are thought to have 
taken part in such activities.” [31] 

Recall in reference to the above that the report 
immediately preceding it states that the murdered were 
buried in mass graves near the Venezuelan border. 

With this year’s onslaught by the Sri Lankan military 
against LTTE strongholds appearing to have ended the 
nation’s 33-year war, the Colombian government and 


its American military suppliers are waging the only 
decades-long counterinsurgency war in the world, one 
now in its fifth decade. 

It has been and remains a war against the poor, the 
landless, the disenfranchised, anyone would opposes 
the privileges and abuses of the large landholders, the 
business elite, the US-trained military establishment 
and the upper echelons of the narco-mafias. 

Nine years ago Plan Colombia was designed to be the 
terminal phase of that war. 

The Colombia model is now the prototype Washington 
has openly identified for application in Afghanistan, 
Pakistan and Mexico among other locations. 

Plan Colombia: Reining In Resurgent South America 
Plan Colombia, additionally, is now being increasingly 
revealed as a military strategy for suppressing a rising 
tide of discontent with the aftereffects of post-Cold 
War neoliberalism throughout South America, Central 
America and the Caribbean. 

The US and the West as a whole have used the 
Colombian regime and its formidable military machine 
to intimidate its neighbors Ecuador and Venezuela and 
the Andean region as a whole. Bordering on Panama, 
Colombia is also a potential launching pad for attacks 
on Central American nations like Honduras, Nicaragua 
and El Salvador. 

A brief chronology of the past year and a half will 
demonstrate the heightened role that is intended for 
Colombia by its sponsors in Washington. 

In January of 2008 Venezuelan President Chavez said 
that the US and its Colombian client “don’t want peace 
in Colombia because it’s the perfect excuse to have 
thousands of soldiers there, the CIA, military bases, spy 
planes and who knows what other...operations against 
Venezuela.” 

He added, “I accuse the government of Colombia of 
devising a conspiracy, acting as a pawn of the U.S. 
empire, of devising a military provocation against 
Venezuela.” [32] 

On March 1st of 2008 Colombia launched a raid inside 
Ecuador and killed 24 suspected FARC members, 
including the group’s second in command Raul Reyes. 
An article titled “Colombian official says US intelligence 
helped raid on rebels” reported that “the Ecuadoran air 
force found that Colombia used ten 500-pound bombs, 
similar to those used by US forces in Iraq, which ‘cannot 
be transported by Colombian airplanes.’ 

“Ecuadoran authorities also noted that a few hours 
before the Colombian bombing raid, an HC-130 
military aircraft had taken off from the US air base at 
Manta, in southeastern Ecuador.” [33] 

Fearing that the armed incursion inside Ecuador was 
part of a broader plan of aggression, Venezuela deployed 
some 9,000 troops to its border with Colombia. On the 
day of the attack Venezuelan President Chavez warned 
his Colombian counterpart, “Don’t think about doing 
that over here because it would very serious, it would 
be cause for war.” [34] 

Ecuadoran President Rafael Correa broke off diplomatic 
relations with Colombia after the attack and when it 
was later discovered that the bombing had killed an 
Ecuadoran national, warned of further consequences. 
On March 6 Venezuela decreed a state of general 
alert and sent ten battalions, tanks and planes to the 
Colombian border. 

US President Bush told reporters that “America would 
continue to stand with Colombia.” [35] 

Three weeks later Ecuador announced that it would 
“install electronic surveillance equipment and boost its 
military presence along its border with Colombia” and 
President Correa warned that his country would “’’never 
again” allow a foreign attack on its soil. [36]Q

NEW YORK - On the 
morning after Michael 
Jackson died, literary 
agent Joy Harris began 
getting the e-mails: When, 
publishers wanted to know, 
would Jackson’s memoir 
“Moonwalk” be returned to 
print? 

“It did seem abrupt to me,” 
Harris said. “But when I 
thought about it, it didn’t 
surprise me, in the way that 
everything is so immediate 
these days.” 

Within days, Harris had 
forwarded the e-mails to 
Jackson’s attorneys and soon 
the real discussions began. 
“Moonwalk,” originally 
acquired by then-Doubleday 
editor Jackie Kennedy and 
published in 1988, will 
be reissued in October by 
Random House Inc. with 
a first printing of 100,000 
copies and a new introduction 
from a Jackson friend who 
has not been identified. 
Jackson’s representatives 
wanted to act quickly. On July 


23, executors of the singer’s 
estate filed papers in a Los 
Angeles court stating that 
book deals should be reached 
“as soon as possible” in order 
to capitalize on “the notoriety 
surrounding Michael 

Jackson’s unexpected death” 
and ensure that “profits for the 
Estate will be maximized.” 
According to Harris, several 
U.S. publishers were 
interested in the memoir but 
— assuming the price was 
right — both Harris and the 
lawyers who had handled 
Jackson’s book wanted 
to stay with his original 
editor, Shaye Areheart. Her 
Harmony imprint at Random 
House will handle the release. 
(Kennedy died of cancer in 
1994.) 

“She was professional 
with Michael and she was 
respectful,” Harris, who 
declined to offer financial 
details for the new edition, 
said of Areheart. “She had 
worked for Jackie a long time 
and she was comfortable 
around celebrity.” 

The book is also coming out 


in Germany, France and the 
United Kingdom. 
“Moonwalk” was a classic 
celebrity project. It was not 
written or even conceived by 
Jackson. The contents were 
kept secret right up to the 
moment of release; around 
the printing plant the book 
had the code name “Neil 
Armstrong.” It topped The 
New York Times hardcover 
nonfiction list, but within a 
few years was forgotten and 
out of print. 

The idea began in the mid- 
1980s, when “Thriller” was 
at the top of the charts and 
the singer at the height of 
his career. Jackie Kennedy, 
a celebrity at least as famous 
and even more secretive 
as Jackson, admired him, 
was fascinated by him and 
wanted him to tell his story. 
Kennedy and fellow editor 
Areheart met with Jackson 
at his home in Encino, 
Calif. Areheart remembered 
Jackson as “smart and funny 
and gracious,” without any 
symptoms of the tabloid 
target he would become over 
the following two decades. 
“He was just a lively, in¬ 
touch guy,” she said. “And he 
did have his act together.” 
Other publishers were 
interested but Jackson was 
equally in awe of Kennedy 
and wanted to publish with 
her. 

“They got along very well,” 
Areheart said. “She thought 
he was so sweet.” 

Much of the field work was 
done by Areheart. Over the 
next few years, she would 
fly out to California and 
meet with Jackson at his 
Encino home, often in a large 
study that had a fireplace, 
and ask questions that he 
would answer by speaking 
into a tape recorder. The 
manuscript was assembled, 
with Jackson’s input, by 
music writer Stephen Davis, 
whose other books include 
biographies of Bob Marley, 
Led Zeppelin and the Rolling 
Stones. 

The project took longer than 
Areheart had anticipated, 
not because Jackson was 
uncooperative, but because 


he was busy — touring, 
recording and otherwise 
being Michael Jackson. 

“His time was constantly not 
his own,” she said. 
“Moonwalk” was released in 
the spring of 198 8. Reviewing 
the book in The New York 
Times, music critic Ken 
Tucker called “Moonwalk” 
eccentric, contradictory 
and helplessly revealing. 
Jackson, he wrote, was “a 
master of deadpan banality,” 
slipping out “significant 
information between the 
lines of psychobabble.” 
Along with common 
statements about fame (“It 
hurts to be mobbed”) and 
the media (“What happened 
to truth? Did it go out of 
style?”), Jackson confided 
to being physically beaten 
by his father, to having 
twice had his nose changed 
by plastic surgery and to 
wearing just one glove 
because “two gloves seemed 
so ordinary.” The book was 
dedicated to Fred Astaire and 
included a brief note from 
Kennedy, who asked, “What 
can one say about Michael 
Jackson?” 

Doubleday printed 300,000 
copies for release and

I think it would have 
been fabulous, but it was 
way beyond the budget of

authorities searched his clinic 
and storage. Court records 
show they were seeking 
evidence of whether the doctor 
committed manslaughter. 

With toxicology reports 
pending, investigators are 
working under the theory 
that Murray gave Jackson the 
powerful anesthetic propofol 
to help him go to sleep, and the 
drug caused his heart to stop, 
a law enforcement official 
told The Associated Press. 
Murray told investigators 
he administered propofol 
sometime in the early morning 
of June 25, the day Jackson 
died, according to the official, 
who spoke on condition 
of anonymity because the 
investigation is ongoing. 

The official told AP that 
Murray left the bedroom 
where Jackson was sedated 
and returned to find the star 
unresponsive. 

Police have said Murray is 
cooperating and have not 


labeled him a suspect. 

When authorities arrived 
Tuesday, Flanagan said the 
doctor was at his Las Vegas 
home located on a cul de sac 
near the 18th hole of a golf 
course. Murray kept out of 
sight of neighbors who milled 
about outside the house and 
the reporters the residents 
had invited into the private 
community. 

Flanagan said staff members 
at Murray’s medical office 
were cooperative. 

Murray’s lawyer in Houston, 
Edward Chemoff, has said 
the doctor “didn’t prescribe 
or administer anything that 
should have killed Michael 
Jackson.” Late Monday, his 
office posted a statement 
online that said, “things tend 
to shake out when all the facts 
are made known, and I’m 
sure that will happen here as 
well.” 

On Tuesday, Chemoff’s 
spokeswoman said the lawyer 


had no immediate comment 
on the searches. 

Jackson is believed to have 
been using propofol for about 
two years and investigators are 
trying to determine how many 
other doctors administered it. 
Murray told investigators he 
had given Jackson the drug 
several times before, the 
official said. 

Jackson relied on the drug like 
an alarm clock, the official 
said, explaining a doctor would 
administer it when Jackson 
went to sleep then stop the IV 
drip when the singer wanted to 
wake up. 

Using propofol to sleep 
exceeds the drug’s intended 
purpose. The drug can depress 
breathing and lower heart rates 
and blood pressure. 

Home use of propofol is 
virtually unheard of. Because 
of its risks, propofol is 
supposed to be administered 
only in medical settings by 
trained personnel.□

Judiciary panel OKs 
Sotomayor for high court

WASHINGTON (AP) — The U.S. Senate 
Judiciary Committee on Tuesday voted 
to approve Sonia Sotomayor as the first 
Hispanic Supreme Court justice over nearly 
solid Republican opposition, sending 
the nomination to the Senate floor for a 
historic confirmation vote. The panel voted 
13-6 in favor of Sotomayor, with just one 
Republican, Sen. Lindsey Graham, joining 
Democrats to support her. The nearly party¬ 
line tally masked deeper political divisions 
within Republican ranks about confirming 
President Barack Obama’s first high court 
nominee. “I’m deciding to vote for a woman 
I would not have chosen,” Graham said. 
Obama’s choice to nominate the first-ever 
Latina to the highest court is “a big deal,” 
he added, declaring that, “America has 
changed for the better with her selection.” 
The solid Republican vote against 
Sotomayor on the Judiciary panel reflected 
the choice many party conservatives have 
made to side with their core supporters 
and oppose a judge they charge will 
bring liberal bias and racial and gender 
prejudices to her decisions. Others in the 
party, however, are concerned that doing 
so could hurt their efforts to broaden their 
base, and particularly alienate Hispanic 


voters, a fast-growing segment of the U.S. 
electorate. 

Democrats, for their part, are lining up 
solidly in favor of the 55-year-old federal 
appeals court judge, the daughter of Puerto 
Rican parents who was raised in a poor 
New York housing project and educated at 
prestigious universities. 

“There’s not one example — let alone 
a pattern — of her ruling based on bias 
or prejudice or sympathy,” said Sen. 
Patrick Leahy, a Democrat and the 
Judiciary Committee chairman. “She has 
administered justice without favoring one 
group of persons over another.” 

The senior Republican, Sen. Jeff Sessions, 
countered that Sotomayor’s speeches and a 
few of her rulings show she would let her 
opinions interfere in decisions. 

“In speech after speech, year after year, 
Judge Sotomayor set forth a fully formed, 
I believe, judicial philosophy that conflicts 
with the great American tradition of 
blind justice and fidelity to the law as 
written,” Sessions said. But even Sessions 
acknowledged the landmark nature of 
Sotomayor’s nomination, in a remark that 
revealed just how certain he is that he will 
end up on the losing side of next week’s 
vote.

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Suspect pleads not guilty 
in abortion provider killing

WICHITA, Kansas (AP) 
— An anti-abortion activist 
pleaded not guilty Tuesday 
to opening fire on late-term 
abortion provider George 
Tiller after a witness gave 
chilling testimony that he saw 
the alleged shooter point a gun 
at the Kansas doctor’s head 
before pulling the trigger. 
Scott Roeder, 51, is accused 
of threatening two ushers who 
tried to stop him during the 
May 31 shooting in the foyer 
of Tiller’s church. 

Roeder, dressed in a jacket 
and tie but shackled at his 
ankles, pleaded not guilty 
to first-degree murder and 
aggravated assault charges 
after witnesses described 
seeing him shoot Tiller and 
speed away from the church. 
Roeder’s public defender 
entered the plea on Roeder’s 
behalf and the Kansas City, 
Missouri, man did not speak 
during the hearing. 

If convicted, Roeder is likely to 
face life in prison. Prosecutors 
have said they will not pursue 
the death penalty, and Roeder 
would be eligible for parole 
after 25 years. 

Tiller had been the target 
of relentless protests at 
his Wichita clinic, where 
he practiced as one of the 
nation’s few providers of late- 
term abortions. He was shot in 
both arms by an anti-abortion 
activist in 1993. 

For weeks, Roeder has refused 
to discuss his alleged role in 
Tiller’s death, advocating in 


general terms for justifiable 
homicide — which he has 
repeatedly said is an acceptable 
action to protect “unborn 
children.” In rambling phone 
and jailhouse interviews 
since his arrest, Roeder has 
told the AP he would be 
pleased if others took action 
to stop abortion by any means 
necessary. “Violence is not 
wrong in all situations, so if it 
takes that — then if it is done 
righteously — then, if it’s 
done, it is OK,” Roeder has 
said. Unlike his peers, Tiller 
embraced a high profile even 
after being wounded in 1993. 
His clinic, heavily fortified 
after a bombing in 1986, 
became the target of both 
peaceful and violent protests. 
In 1991, a 45-day “Summer of 
Mercy” campaign organized 
by Operation Rescue drew 


thousands of anti-abortion 
demonstrators to Wichita. 
More than 2,700 arrests 
resulted. 

During Tuesday’s hearing, an 
usher at the church in Wichita, 
Gary Hoepner, testified that 
he and Tiller were chatting 
when a man walked through 
the door, put a gun to Tiller’s 
head and shot him. Hoepner 
identified the man as Roeder. 
Hoepner said he wasn’t sure if 
the weapon used to kill Tiller 
was real until he saw Tiller 
fall to the ground. He said he 
followed the shooter, whom 
he identified as Roeder, out of 
the church but stopped after 
Roeder warned him. 

“’I’ve got a gun and I’ll shoot 
you,”’ Hoepner recalled the 
gunman saying. “I believed 
him and I stopped.” 

He said he later called police 


to give them the license plate 
number on the shooter’s car. 
But defense attorney Steve 
Osbum said some of Hoepner’s

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States target prisons for budget cuts, raising worries

more than capacity. Each 
guard covers eight inmates 
when they are corralled into 
the cafeteria, twice as many 
as a few years ago. And the 
governor says more cuts may 
loom. 

“I’m not trying to glorify our 
job. It has inherent dangers,” 
said Ferranto, a 32-year-old 


married father of two. “But 
when you’re dealing with 
these people under these 
circumstances, it’s a bomb 
ready to go off.” 

States desperate to save 
money are cutting back on the 
massive expense of running 
prisons — eliminating guards, 
trimming drug treatment 
and parole programs and, in 
two states, releasing inmates 
early. 

State officials stress they 
will make the cuts carefully, 
without jeopardizing prison 
security. Nevada’s chief of 
corrections has suggested 
saving staff time by putting 
inmates under lockdown, 
closing visiting rooms and 
mothballing security towers, 
relying on guards patrolling 
prison perimeters in vehicles. 
Nine states are considering 
closing prisons or cutting 
staff, according to the 
National Conference of State 
Legislatures, while others are 
shedding inmate education 
programs that researchers 
say are critical to reducing 
recidivism. 

Kentucky has released more 
than 2,800 inmates early since 
last year by allowing prisoners 
to get more credit than normal 
for time served. More than 150 
violent felons and two dozen 
sex offenders were initially set 
free because of a loophole that 
has since been closed. 

A court found the Kentucky 
early-release program failed 
to take into account the nature 
of the crimes or “financial or 


human costs.” Prosecutors 
had challenged the program. 
The state Supreme Court will 
hear the case next month. 

The overseer of Kentucky’s 
penal system calls the 
program “very sound public 
policy,” figuring parolees are 
more likely to be productive 
surrounded by family, working 
and perhaps paying child 
support and restitution, than 
in a prison yard. 

And Michigan has thinned 
its prison population from 
more than 51,000 to about 
47,500 through paroles and 
commutations andan expanded 
effort to keep parolees from 
committing new crimes. 

The goal is to get the number 
below 45,000 and close three 
state prisons and five prison 
camps to save $120 million. 
Gov. Jennifer Granholm’s 
administration says only low- 
risk offenders are getting early 
parole. 

The cost of running state 
lockups, including paying 
guards, offering drug treatment 
and running probation and 
parole programs, is among the 
biggest drains on state budgets, 
making them vulnerable when 
states face a cash crunch. 
Illinois budgeted more last 
year for the Department of 
Corrections than for anything 
except human services and 
health care. Gov. Pat Quinn, 
facing an overall $11 billion 
budget gap, has proposed 
cutting 1,000 corrections 
jobs and “downsizing” some 
prisons. 


“I don’t think there’s any 
question that I can’t make 
any decisions that would put 
anyone in jeopardy,” Quinn 
said Tuesday. “We have to do 
this in a prudent manner that 
doesn’t jeopardize anyone’s 
safety.” 

Ferranto says inmates notice 
there are fewer guards, many 
of them weary from double 
shifts. Overcrowding at 
Menard has forced inmates of 
different races to share cells 
— a practice the prison prefers 
to avoid because of the risk of 
gang violence. 

At the Stateville prison in 
Joliet, guard Ralph Portwood 
said some watchtowers 
already go unmanned because 
of cutbacks, and inmates 
are double-bunked almost 
throughout the prison. 
“Security has taken the back 
seat to the budget right now,” 
Portwood said. “I know 
everyone’s got a job to do. But 
remember, security should 
supersede everything.” 

State officials insist they 
are not placing the public in 
danger. 

In California, Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger wants to 
trim the inmate population by 
27,000 to save $1.2 billion. 
He proposes keeping some 
offenders in county jails and 
assigning others, included 
aged and ailing inmates, 
to home confinement. But 
his administration says the 
measures do not amount to an 
early-release program. 

“It’s unfair to describe it that 
way,” Schwarzenegger’s 
prison secretary, Matthew 
Cate, said recently. “It’s 
misleading. It makes it sound 
like we are opening the gates, 
and that’s just not the case.” 
Nevada lawmakers have 
ordered state workers to take 
a day off without pay starting 
this month. But the state 
corrections chief asked for 
more time to figure out which 
of his 1,800 staffers could 
actually take time off without 
jeopardizing safety. 

“We can’t just ask the inmates 
to behave overnight and leave 
them alone,” Corrections 
Director Howard Skolnik 
said. Other states are cutting 
back on programs aimed at 
keeping inmates out of jail 
once they’re released. □

SAN ANTONIO (AP) 
— The warning signs were 
there. Otty Sanchez, a 
schizophrenic with a history 
of hospitalizations, wasn’t 
taking medication and was 
depressed after her son’s 
birth, the boy’s father said. 
A simple request seemed to 
set her off, alarming him 
and his family. 

Yet, the 3 3-year-old woman 
was staying in a house 
where she had access to 
samurai swords. Child 
welfare officials were never 
called. 

Instead, Sanchez’s 

troubles became apparent 
to authorities when they 
found her before dawn 
Sunday screaming that 
she had killed her baby. 
Her 3/Aweek-old son was 
dismembered in a scene so 
gruesome that police were 
left shaken. 

“Maybe we missed” 
warning signs, San Antonio 
Police Chief William 
McManus said. “I don’t 
know.” 

Sanchez remained 

hospitalized Tuesday 
recovering from self- 
inflicted cuts to her torso 



and an attempt to slice her 
own throat. The former 
home health care worker 
is charged with capital 
murder and is being held 
on $1 million bond. Calls 
to relatives Tuesday were 
not immediately returned 
and it was not clear whether 
Sanchez had an attorney. 
Authorities said Sanchez 
tried killing herself after 
butchering her newborn son, 
Scott Wesley Buchholz- 
Sanchez, with a steak knife 
and two swords while her 
sister and two nieces, ages 
5 and 7, slept in another 
room. 

Sanchez told police — 
who described a scene so 
horrifying that investigators 
could barely speak to one 
another — that the devil 
made her kill, mutilate and 
eat parts of her only child. 
Scott W. Buchholz, the 
infant’s father who met 
Sanchez six years ago 
while they were studying to 
be pharmacists assistants, 
said he isn’t buying it. He 
said although his girlfriend 


had postpartum depression 
and told him a week before 
the killing that she was 
schizophrenic, she didn’t 
appear unstable. 

He wants prosecutors to 
pursue the death penalty. 
“She killed my son. She 
should bum in hell,” 
Buchholz, 33, told The 
Associated Press. 

Otty Sanchez’s medical 
history is muddled. A family 
member said Sanchez had 
been undergoing psychiatric 
treatment and that a hospital 
called looking for her 
several months ago. Gloria 
Sanchez, Otty’s aunt, said 
her niece had been “in and 
out of a psychiatric ward.” 
InMay 2008, Otty Sanchez’s 
mother, Manuela Sanchez, 
called police after her 
daughter didn’t return from 
a trip to Austin, saying she 
was concerned about her 
daughter’s safety. Manuela 
Sanchez told police she 
suspected Otty was into 
drags and specifically told 
police she wasn’t suffering 
from any mental issues. 


Buchholz, who is himself 
schizophrenic and takes 
six anti-psychotic and anti- 
convulsive medications, 
said Otty had postpartum 
depression and had been 
going to regular counseling 
sessions after the birth, but 
refused to take prescription 
medication for her 
depression. Still, he said 
she seemed fine. 

“She seemed like a a very 
caring, loving mother. She 
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held him, she breast fed 
him. She did everything for 
him that was nice,” he said. 
On July 20, Sanchez was 
taken to the hospital for 
depression and released less 
than a day later, Buchholz 
said. Sanchez told him that 
she was schizophrenic and 
was going to live with her 
parents and sister. Sanchez 
was arrested at her mother’s 
house, where police found 
her and the dead infant.Q

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Haitian boat capsizes; 113 
saved, dozens missing 


to search the warm, shallow 
waters off the Turks and 
Caicos Islands on Tuesday 
for some 70 Haitians believed 
missing after their overloaded 
sailboat capsized. Rescuers 
pulled 113 survivors from 
reefs, and police recovered 11 
bodies. 

An estimated 200 people 
were aboard the boat when it 
capsized, said Petty Officer 
1st Class Jennifer Johnson, a 
Coast Guard spokeswoman 
in Miami. The Coast Guard 
was leading the search for 
survivors by sea and air. 
“We’re really hoping we 
can find as many people as 
possible,” Johnson said. 

The Haitians had been at 
sea for three days when the 
migrants spotted a police 
vessel and accidentally steered 
the boat onto a reef as they 
tried to hide, survivor Alces 
Julien told The Associated 
Press at a hospital were some 
survivors were being treated 
for dehydration. 

“We saw police boats and we 
tried to hide until they passed,” 
he said. “We hit a reef and the 
boat broke up.” 

But Deputy Police 
Commissioner Hubert Hughes 
said police were not pursuing 
the migrant vessel—which did 
not have a motor — and were 
involved only as rescuers. 
“They were traveling in waters 


that are quite dangerous if you 
don’t know the area quite 
well,” he said. 

Rescuers found 113 survivors 
stranded on two reefs roughly 
two miles (three kilometers) 
offshore of West Caicos Island, 
said Lt. Cmdr. Matt Moorlag, 
a Coast Guard spokesman. 
Most of them were ferried 
to land by Turks and Caicos 
authorities using small boats. 
Five survivors were found on 
West Caicos after apparently 
swimming ashore, Hughes 
said. He said authorities have 
recovered 11 bodies. 

Johnson said the shipwreck 
happened Monday afternoon, 
but Hughes said it might have 
sunk Sunday night. Turks and 
Caicos authorities reported 
the capsizing Monday to the 
Coast Guard, which patrols 
the region for drug traffickers 
and illegal migrants and often 
helps in search and rescue 
efforts. 

Survivors told authorities the 
boat set out from northern Haiti 
with about 160 passengers, 
then stopped at an unknown 
location and picked up 40 
others before sinking near the 
Turks and Caicos, an island 
chain between Haiti and the 
Bahamas, Johnson said. She 
said overloading appeared to 
be a factor. 

“These vessels, they are 
grossly overloaded,” she said. 


“Two hundred people on a 
sailboat is astronomical.” 
Haitian migrants captured 
in the region are normally 
returned to the northeastern 
city of Cap-Haitien. A Haitian 
official there said he was 
busy processing 124 migrants 
returned by U.S. authorities 
on Monday and did not know 
when the survivors from Turks 
and Caicos might arrive. 
People smuggling is a 
well-established, word- 

of-mouth industry in 
impoverished Haiti. Brokers 
ply poor neighborhoods and 
marketplaces throughout 
the country, offering spots 
for about $500. Many of the 
boats leave under the cover 
of night from a small barrier 
island called La Tortue, off the 
northeast coast. 

The migrants routinely are 
trying to reach the United 
States, the Bahamas or Turks 
and Caicos to escape misery 
in the Western Hemisphere’s 
poorest nation. 

In May 2007, an overcrowded 
sloop carrying more than 160 
migrants capsized off the 
Turks and Caicos Islands. 
Some of the victims were 
eaten by sharks. The 78 people 
who survived accused a Turks 
and Caicos patrol boat of 
ramming their vessel as they 
approached shore and towing 
them into deeper water. □

OCOTAL, Nicaragua (AP) 
— The U.S. government 
said Tuesday it has revoked 
the diplomatic visas of four 
Honduran officials, stepping 
up pressure on coup-installed 
leaders who insist they can 
resist international demands to 
restore the ousted president. 
The U.S. State Department 
did not name the four, but a 
Honduran official said they 
included the Supreme Court 
magistrate who ordered the 
arrest of ousted President 
Manuel Zelaya and the 
president of Honduras’ 
Congress. 

The State Department is also 
reviewing the visas of all 
officials serving under interim 
President Roberto Micheletti, 
department spokesman Ian 
Kelly said. 

Micheletti’s Deputy Foreign 
Minister Marta Lorena 
Alvarado said Supreme Court 
Justice Tomas Arita and 
Congressional President Jose 
Alfredo Saavedro were among 
those whose visas removed. 
Arita signed the order for 
Zelaya’s arrest several days 
before soldiers whisked him 
out of the country on June 28. 
Alvarado insisted the decision 
would not have major 


consequences for Micheletti’s 
government, which has 
rejected international demands 
to restore Zelaya despite the 
suspension of millions of 
dollars in U.S. and European 
development aid and the threat 
of further sanctions. 

“It’s part of the international 
community ’ s incomprehension 
of what is happening in 
Honduras,” Alvarado told The 
Associated Press. “It’s not 
definitive and it will not have 
major consequences for the 
future of Honduras.” 

Zelaya, who earlier complained 
that international efforts to 
restore him were flagging, said 
the decision was “correct” and 
urged even tougher measures. 
“We should keep insisting that 
the United States pressure the 
coup leaders more to give a clear 
demonstration of repudiation 
of the coup,” Zelaya said 
from the Nicaraguan town of 
Ocotal, where he has parked 
his govemment-in-exile 
near the Honduran border, 
accompanied by hundreds of 
supporters. 

The U.S. decision came on 
the one-month anniversary 
of the coup and at a time 
when international mediation 
efforts to reinstate Zelaya are 
deadlocked. The Honduran 
Supreme Court and Congress 
have spent a week mulling 


over a U.S.-backed agreement 
that would restore Zelaya 
and give amnesty to the coup 
leaders. 

Kelly said the U.S. Embassy 
“is urging the Honduran 
Congress to send a strong 
signal of support” for the 
compromise proposed by 
mediator Oscar Arias, the 
Costa Rican president. 
Micheletti has repeatedly 
rejected any agreement that 
would return Zelaya, though 
he has promised to abide by 
any decision Congress and the 
Supreme Court make. 

Former Honduran 

Ambassador Roberto Flores 
told The Associated Press on 
Monday that his credentials 
also have been removed. He 
was appointed by Zelaya but 
recognized the Micheletti 
government after the coup. 
Flores, who is still in the 
United States, said he believed 
Zelaya’s ouster was legal 
because the Supreme Court 
had ordered his arrest and 
Congress voted to remove him 
from office. 

However, the soldiers flew 
Zelaya out of the country 
instead of turning him over 
for prosecution, in a move 
that even Honduran military 
lawyers have said was illegal 
but necessary. 

Zelaya has received support 


from nearly all foreign 
governments, which have 
condemned the coup and 
isolated the Micheletti 
government diplomatically. 
Four clothing companies 
who manufacture products in 
Honduran factories — Nike, 
Inc., Adidas AG, Gap Inc. and 
Knights Apparel — released 
a letter addressed to U.S. 
Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton calling for 
the “restoration of democracy 
in Honduras.” 

The companies said they were 
“very concerned about the 
continuation of violence if 
this “dispute is not resolved

immediately.” In an e-mail 
sent to AP, Nike spokeswoman 
Kate Myers said the company 
had “no intention of canceling 
orders with contract factories 
in Honduras.” 

In an interview with The 
Associated Press on Monday, 
Foreign Minister Carlos 
Lopez clearly bet the interim 
government could outlast 
Zelaya until presidential 
elections scheduled for 
November. He said Zelaya, 
whose constitutionally 

mandated single term ends 
Jan. 27, might start to lose 
relevance as campaigning 
begins. □ 
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Nigerian troops surround Islamic militant hideout

MAIDUGURI, Nigeria (AP) 
—Army troops traded fire with 
Islamic militants Tuesday and 
deployed armored vehicles to 
surround the suspected hideout 
of a radical Muslim leader 
accused of orchestrating three 
days of violence in Africa’s 
most populous nation. 

A tense calm returned to 
several towns elsewhere 
in northern Nigeria after 
authorities imposed curfews 
and poured security forces 
onto the streets to quell a 
wave of militant attacks 
against police, which have 
killed dozens of people since 
Sunday. 

Appealing for calm, President 
Umaru Yar’Adua told 
reporters: “This situation is 
being brought under control.” 
Sporadic gunfire was reported 
through the day in Maiduguri, 
capital of Borno state, where 
some of the worst violence 
occurred Monday. Police 
exchanged intermittent fire 
with militants as they tried to 
raid their camps in the city, 
according to local journalist 
Olugbenga Akinbule. He said 
more than 3,000 people had

been displaced in the city. 
Later in the day, the army 
sent armored vehicles to 
Maiduguri and deployed them 
in a residential district that is 
believed to be a stronghold 
of the sect. Officers said they 
believed militant leader Ustaz 
Mohammed Yusuf was holed 


up in a house in the district. 

As army vehicles approached 
and opened fire, sect members 
fired back, soldiers said. An 
Associated Press reporter in 
the area saw smoke billowing 
above homes. 

Army Maj. Gen. Saleh Maina 
said troops were hunting 
for sect members in homes 
and a mosque and near the 
Maiduguri railway station. He 
said the operation was being 
carried out “to prevent further 
loss of lives and property.” 
Troops and police had begun 
blocking off the area Monday, 
sealing streets and ordering 
residents to leave for their own 
safety. Elsewhere in the city, 
the bodies of dozens of dead 
militants lay on roadsides. 
National police chief 
Ogbonnaya Onovo said 

Monday at least 55 people 
have died in the violence since 
it began Sunday, including 
50 militants and five police 
officers. His spokesman 
Emmanuel Ojulcwu said 

Tuesday authorities were still 
adding up the number of dead 


and arrested, and declined to 
give total figures. 

Nigeria’s 140 million people 
are nearly evenly divided 
between Christians, who 
predominate in the south, 
and primarily northern- 
based Muslims. Shariah was 
implemented in 12 northern 
states after Nigeria returned 
to civilian rule in 1999 
following years of oppressive 
military regimes. More than 
10,000 Nigerians have died in 
sectarian violence since then. 
The radical sect behind the 
latest violence is known 
by several different names, 
including Al-Sunna wal 
Jamma, or “Followers of 
Mohammed’s Teachings” in 
Arabic, and “Boko Haram,” 
which means “Western 
education is sin” in the local 
Hausa dialect. Onovo referred 
to the militants as Taliban, 
although the group has no 
known affiliation with Taliban 
fighters in Afghanistan. 

The group, which wants to 
see traditional government 
replaced by a Taliban- 
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style state based on a strict 
interpretation of Shariah law 
and the Quran, first gained 
notoriety with a similar wave 
of assaults on New Year’s Eve 
2003. More attacks followed 
in late 2004. 

Analysts say trouble has 
brewed for months, as police 
b egan raiding militant hideouts 
and finding explosives and 
arms. 

Yar’Adua said the Islamic 
militants had been “preparing 
arms, learning how to make 
explosives and bombs to 
disturb our peace and force 
their ideas on the rest of 
Nigerians.” 

“Luckily, our security forces 
have been tracking them for 
years and I believe that the 
operation we have launched 
now will be an operation that 
will contain them once and 
for all,” he said, referring to 
Maiduguri. 

“What we have now is the 
situation in Borno state where 
the leader of the so-called 
Taliban group is resident, 
where most of them have 
migrated from all over the 
northern states to prepare, and 
declare a holy war,” Yar’Adua 
said. 

The president also said 
security forces would continue 
“security surveillance all over 
the northern states to fish out 
any remnants of these elements 
and deal with them.” 

The latest violence began 
Sunday in the northern city of 
Bauchi and spread the next day 
to three other predominantly 
Muslim northern states. 
Mohammed Maigari Khanna, 
a spokesman for the governor 
of Bauchi state, said security 
forces Tuesday were searching 
for militants who had tried to 
flee and had arrested some of 
them. He said a dusk-to-dawn 
curfew had been imposed and 
security agents had blanketed 
the area. 

In Kano state’s Wudil district, 
where militants on Monday 
attacked a police station, 
17 people were arrested 
overnight, bringing the total 
detained there to 53, according 
to Kano police spokesman 
Baba Mohammed. He said 
Kano was calm and police 
reinforcements had arrived 
to back up local security

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U.S. envoy presses Israel on settlements

JERUSALEM - Israel’s 
prime minister and the top 
U.S. Mideast envoy said they 
made progress Tuesday on 
their dispute over West Bank 
settlements, but offered no 
sign of a breakthrough at a 
meeting in Jerusalem. 
President Barack Obama’s 
envoy, George Mitchell, has 
been pressing Israel to halt 
all construction in settlements 
built on captured land claimed 
by the Palestinians, stressing 
that such a gesture would 
improve prospects for a 
peace deal. But Israeli Prime 
Minister Benjamin Netanyahu 
says limited construction must 
be permitted to allow “natural 
growth” in the existing settler 
population. 

Netanyahu and Mitchell both 
reported “progress” after their 
meeting, but gave no details 
on how close they were to 
resolving the disagreement. 

“I think we’re making 
progress toward achieving 


an understanding that would 
enable us to continue, and in 
fact complete, a peace process 
that would be established 
between us and our Palestinian 
neighbors and ultimately the 
entire region,” Netanyahu 
said. 

The settlement issue has 
given rise to the worst public 
tensions between Israel and 
its closest ally in nearly two 
decades. Seeking to calm 
Israeli nerves, Mitchell 
stressed Tuesday that Israel 
and the U.S. were “friends and 
allies.” But he offered no hint 
that an agreement was near 
and said only “good progress” 
was made. 

On Monday, Mitchell said 
Israel must start “dealing” 
with its West Bank settlements 
as a step toward bringing 
a comprehensive peace 
to the Middle East. The 
Palestinians have refused to 
restart negotiations with Israel 
unless Netanyahu freezes all 
settlement activity. 

Mitchell is one of four senior 


U.S. envoys visiting Israel this 
week, all part of a U.S. effort 
to forge a wider peace that 
would end Israel’s conflicts 
with the Palestinians, Syria 
and Lebanon and normalize 
Israel’s ties with the rest of the 
Arab world. 

“That is our objective, and 
it is to that which we have 
committed ourselves fully,” 
Mitchell said after meeting 
Netanyahu. 

On Monday, U.S. Defense 
Secretary Robert Gates met 
with his Israeli counterpart to 
discuss Iran’s nuclear program. 
Gates urged the Israelis to 
give the U.S. more time to 
pursue its diplomatic outreach 
to Tehran. Israel has issued 
strong hints that it is prepared 
to attack Iran if diplomatic 
efforts to curb Iran’s nuclear 
program don’t bear fruit. 

Israel has carried out pre¬ 
emptive strikes targeting 
perceived nuclear threats 
before. In 1981, Israeli 
jets bombed Iraq’s Osirak 
reactor, and in late 2007 Israel 


destroyed a building in Syria 
that Israeli and U.S. officials 
identified as a nuclear reactor 
under construction. Syria said 
it was an abandoned military 
facility. 

Israel, which itself is widely 
believed to possess nuclear 
weapons, thinks that Iran is 
developing nuclear weapons 
— a development it sees as 
an existential threat. Iran 
could also play a key role in 
U.S. peace efforts because 
it has close ties with Israel’s 
staunchest foes, Hezbollah 
guerrillas in Lebanon and 
Hamas militants in the 
Palestinian areas. 

The pressure on Israel over the 
settlementsbyPresidentBarack 
Obama’s administration is 
exceptional. Previous U.S. 
administrations criticized 
settlement construction as 
counterproductive but have 
generally tolerated it. 

In response to the stepped- 
up pressure, Israeli settlers 
set up several tents and 
shacks on hilltops in the West

Phelps loses to Biedermann

ROME (AP) — Germany’s Paul Biedermann 
handed Michael Phelps his first major 
individual loss in four years — and snatched 
away his world record, too — with a stunning 
win in the 200-meter freestyle at the world 
swimming championships on Tuesday. 
Virtually unknown outside his country before 
this meet, Biedermann has now erased Ian 
Thorpe from the record book with a win in the 
400 free and knocked off the most successful 
Olympian in history — all in the space of three 
days. 

“I’m not pleased,” Phelps said, acknowledging 
he wasn’t in the best shape after taking six 
months off to revel in his great haul of China. 
But Biedermann’s performance stirred up even 
more debate about the high-tech bodysuits 
that are being banned by the sport’s governing 
body beginning in 2010. Biedermann wore 
an Arena X-Glide, one of those polyurethane 
suits that is generally considered faster than the 
Speedo LZR Racer, the once-revolutionary suit 
Phelps wore. “The suits make a difference,” 
Biedermann said. “Last year, it was Speedo. 
This year, it’s Arena. 

“I hope there will be a time when I can beat 
Michael Phelps without these suits,” the 
German added. “I hope next year. I hope it’s 
really soon.” 

Biedermann’s upset launched another night of 
record breaking at the world championships. 
Four more world standards were bumped from 
the books, bringing the total to 15 through 


the first three days of an eight-day meet. That 
equals the number of records set at the last 
worlds in Melbourne two years ago, and will 
soon go right on past the staggering 25 worlds 
marks set last summer at the Olympics. 
Britain’s Gemma Spofforth went the fastest 
ever to win the 100 backstroke; Italy’s Federica 
Pellegrini fired up the home crowd with her 
second world record of the championships in 
a semifinal heat of the 200 free; and South 
Africa’s Cameron van der Burgh posted his 
own mark in the semis of the 50 breaststroke, a 
non-Olympic event. 

But Biedermann’s win — and Phelps’ loss — 
stood out on a warm summer night at the Foro 
Italico. 

Biedermann conceded after his 400 free win 
that the suit made him two seconds faster, but 
Phelps passed on the chance to wear one of the 
latest-generation suits. He’s been sponsored 
by Speedo since he was a teenager and wasn’t 
about to abandon the company that paid him 
a $1 million bonus after he won eight gold 
medals at the Beijing Olympics. 

Shortly before the race, FINA confirmed that 
a ban on bodysuits will go into effect by May 
2010, making this the last major competition 
where buoyancy aiding suits are allowed. 

“It’s not my problem,” Biedermann said. “It’s 
the problem of FINA. They should handle it 
really fast.” 

Phelps was ahead off the blocks, but Biedermann 
surged into the lead by the first flip and steadily 
extended his advantage. By the finish, he was a 
full body-length ahead of Phelps.□

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Woods ramps up ploy heading toward last major

JACKSONVILLE, 
Florida (AP) — Barring 
any scheduling surprises, 
Tiger Woods is about to try 
something new. 

He had played three weeks in 
a row on the U.S. PGA Tour 
in every season since he was a 
rookie — including a career- 
high five straight weeks in 
early 1999 — until last year, 
when two knee surgeries 
crimped his schedule. 

That third consecutive 
tournament, however, has 
never been a major. 

This year looks like it will be 
different. Woods decided to 
play this week at the Buick 
Open, where he is a two-time 
winner and has never finished 
worse than 11th in eight 
previous starts at Warwick 
Hills. 

Next week is the Bridgestone 
Invitational, and while Woods 
has yet to make that official, 
he has never missed a World 
Golf Championship in 
America when he wasn’t on 
crutches. Besides, he is a six¬ 
time winner at Firestone, one 
of his favorite golf courses. 
Then it’s off to Hazeltine for 
the U.S. PGA Championship, 
his last shot at winning a 
major this year. 

That he chose to play the 
Buick Open was only a mild 
surprise. Woods likes the golf 
course, and although he ended 
a decade-old endorsement 
contract one year early 
because of the economy, there 
remains a sense of loyalty to 
his longtime relationship with 
Buick. 

“We’ve had a great 
relationship with Tiger for 
nine years, and this is his way 
of showing that,” said Farry 
Peck, Buick-GMC’s national 
promotions manager. “He 
provides such a lift.” 

Woods didn’t offer much 
insight on his Web site, saying 
only that he was looking 
forward to the Buick Open 
and “the golf course suits my 
eye,” a loose translation for 
“I see myself winning.” 

What his appearance at 
Warwick Hills should not 
suggest is any sense of panic. 
Woods has not played more 


returning from reconstructive 
knee surgery. Even though 
he is leading the U.S. PGA 
Tour money list by more 
than $500,000 and his three 
victories are more than 
anyone else, he has played 
only 10 times this year. 

Some have suggested he 
needs to play more. 

Then there was his last 
tournament, nothing short 
of a disaster. Woods played 
a six-hole span at Tumberry 
in 7-over-par and wound up 
missing the cut in the British 
Open by one shot, only his 
second missed cut in a major 
and his first weekend off in 
three years. 

Swing coach Hank Haney 
worked with him last week in 
Florida, then offered a self- 
deprecating assessment as he 
headed to the airport. 

“He’s doing really good,” 
Haney said. “He had a bad 
tournament, and I’m getting 
fired.” 

He has been working with 
Woods for more than five 
years and knows what kind 
of scrutiny to expect. He was 
on the range at the Masters 
when Woods vented about 
how poorly he was hitting 
the ball, and speculation soon 
shifted to Haney being shown 
the door. 

Haney looks more at the big 
picture. 

Woods hit the ball great at the 
Memorial, then finally got 
some putts to fall on the final 
day to shoot 65 and win. He 
hit it just as well at Bethpage 
Black and never got anything 
to drop at the U.S. Open. And 
he continued to play well at 
Congressional, where Woods 
won a duel with Anthony 
Kim to capture his AT&T 
National. Tumberry was a 
surprise, nothing more. 
“There wasn’t cause for that 
much alarm,” Haney said. 
“He’s played so well, it was a 
little easier to brush off.” 
Even so, there is a sense of 
urgency at this time of the 
year. Woods is at the halfway 
point of his schedule — that 
includes The Presidents 
Cup, tournaments in Asia 
and Australia, and his 
Chevron World Challenge in

December — but he has only 
two months left in the meat of 
the U.S. PGA Tour schedule. 
And there is only one major 
left. 

Woods rarely plays the week 
before a major, but there has 
always been an exception 
or two for the U.S. PGA 
Championship. He has played 
five times the week before 
the U.S. PGA Championship, 
and two years ago won at 
Firestone by eight shots 
before winning the U.S. PGA 
at Southern Hills. 

The last time he played three 
in a row? That was during the 
inaugural year of the FedEx 
Cup in 2007, when Woods 
tied for second at the Deutsche 
Bank Championship, then 
won the BMW Championship 
and the Tour Championship. 
He has played at least three 
straight weeks 21 times in 
his career, and twice won 
all three events (Disney, 
Tour Championship and 
American Express at the end 
of 1999; and the U.S. PGA 
Championship, Firestone and 
Deutsche Bank in 2006). 
Whether he can win three in a 
row this time will be as trivial 
as the other two streaks. 

What people will remember 
is whether Woods wins the 
last one. □ 


Report: Childress 
says Favre not 
coming back

Favre himself 
did not immediately offer a 
comment from Hattiesburg, 
Miss., where he worked out 
with high school players this 
summer in a bid to keep in 
shape for a potential return to 
the NFL. 

“It was a rare and unique 
opportunity to consider adding 
not only a future Hall of Fame 
quarterback but one that is 
very familiar with our system 
and division,” Childress said

Kelly no identified a las autoridades cuyas visas fueron 
revocadas, pero anadio que no estan actualmente en Estados 
Unidos. No pudo decir cuantas mas estaban siendo sometidas 
a revision. 

La decision fue tomada por la embajada estadounidense en 
Tegucigalpa, en medio de un estancamiento de las conversaciones 
que buscan restaurar el orden constitucional en Honduras, 
mediadas por el presidente de Costa Rica Oscar Arias. Estados 
Unidos esta respaldando los esfuerzos de Arias para negociar 
el retomo de Zelaya, algo a lo que Micheletti se ha negado a 
aceptar. 

“Estamos intentando hacer todo lo que podemos para apoyar 
este proceso”, dijo Kelly.□
